Elected; George Coote, BI.P., Ad¬ 
dresses Sessions on Government 
Reform 


Addresses Farmers 


Hear Reports of Various Committees; 
Question of Relief Thoroughly 
Disoussed 


New Dep. Minister 


The government road workers have 
packed their graders and trucks away 
for the season. No repair work will 
be done to the highway from now un¬ 
til the spring season opens. 


Nine-thirty o’clock in the morning 
is an early hour for men who have 
to come 60 miles, but some of the 
farthest away were on time' for the 
sessions of the High River Presby¬ 
tery held in tlie United Church Vul¬ 
can, Tuesday morning. The group 
convened at 9:15 o’clock, with the 
largest attendance in the history of 
the Presbytery present. Thirty-four 
answered to the roll call, half of 
whom were laymen. Such lay support 
and interest was most heartening to 
the ministers. 

■ Mr. George E. Mack, the first lay 
chairman of the Presbytery in the 
United church was in the chair. Rev. 
C. S. Finder conducted a short de- 
vit.ional period, after which the as¬ 
sembly proceeded to business. Re¬ 
ports of committees were given by A. 
H. Rowe for Religious. Education; C. 
E. Peacock for Six'ial service, and 
Evangelism; A Rannie for Home Mis¬ 
sions; and George K. Mack for the 
M. and M. 

Quoting from Dr. Laird, Mr. Mack 
informed the Presbytery that the 
prospect of attaining this year’s ob¬ 
jective, viz; last year’s budget plus 
five percent, is bright. He said that 
the High River Presbytery hopes to 
do even better than that. 

The question of relief to the strick¬ 
en areas was discussed at length. The 
congregations on the western line 
have already sent foi ward a car of 
vegetables nnd fruit, and it was de¬ 
cided to ask for another car, to begin 
at Granuin, and move north to be 
filled. This time the emphasis would 
be stressed on dour and clothing. 

The interest of the Presbytery was 
greatly aroused by two papers, given 
by J. A. Hockins of Stavely and A. 
.H. Rowe of Grantim. , Mr. Hockin’s 
Subject was, “The Atonement and 
'Social Change.” His general thesis 
being that men have looked at the 
Cross in the light of social and politi- 
tical institutions, whereas they must 
"■tgarn to look at social and political 
institutions in the light of the Cross. 
His paper throughout gave evidence 
of extensive study and clear think¬ 
ing,pond was warmly received. 

Mr. Rowe spoke of the social im¬ 
plications of the Gospel, instructing 
that the centre of emphasis has 
changed from the individual to the 
group, lhs provovative style stimu¬ 
lated a most interesting discussion, 
which lasted till the chairman was 
forced to call for time. 

The ladles of group number 2 of 
the Ladies’ Aid Society served din¬ 
ner at 12:30 and served coffee and 
cake at 5 o’clock.

One suggestion frequently heard advocates compulsory 
retirement for all ovdr 56 or 60 years of age, with a nation¬ 
al pension scheme for which ail these would be eligible. 
This scheme working from 'year to year would remove 
many now clinging grimly to theij.work in fear of the 
future, and would also absorb a great proportion of the 
cfficoming army of youth. The insistent claims of youth 
cannot long be disregarded, and the Dominion government 
will have to face the necessity for a constructive policy, 
quite outside the possibilities of private industry. 

Brig.-Gen. Ross, president of the Canadian Legon, when 
speaking here this fall, presented also the problefh of the 
returned men. There are few ex-service men who are not 
suffering under more or less serious physical a nseouences 
of the war. The majority, of these are between tne ages 
of 40 and 50. “How” he asked, “can these ;nen, depleted 
in strength enter in competition against vigorous youth, 
How can they hope to be placed ir> the wage earning field, 
when young men in all their fullness of strength are als# 
in competition? Yet these middle-aged ex service men 
need self-supporting employment for the good- of their 
souls, quite as much as for the good of their bodies.” 

There are so many elements of unemployed, and so many 
phases of the unemployed question, which will not disap¬ 
pear even though better times return, thit the question 
deserves the best study of the best minds for some solution 

A resolution passed at the National Council of the Can¬ 
adian Legion a year ago, still has its serious bearing on 
conditions. The resolution requested that a study be made 
of salient features resulting from prolonged unemploy¬ 
ment, with a view to remedial action. Some of the features 
emphasized were (a)* decreasing relief benefits with in¬ 
creasing living costs; (b) dangerous depletion of all house¬ 
hold supplies; (c) the undermining of the morale and stam¬ 
ina of the younger generation; (d) the insecurity of ten¬ 
ure of homes;- (e) the segregation and branding of those 
compelled to accept relief as a class apart and perpetuation 
of conditions likely to create a permanent p 
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RECOGNIZING SERVICE 


Instantaneous Service 


The Quebec Government has decided to aid weekly news¬ 
papers in the province, with a substantial subsidy without 
regard to political affiliations. This was the statement 
made recently by E. Fortin, M.L.A., for Quebec. 

It is presumed that this allotment to be set aside for 
the weekly press, is in recognition of the consistent service 
rendered in informing the public of new enactments and 
similar matters of concern to everyone. It Is payment all 
too long delayed, and- Quebec’s example ni’glu honorably 
be followed by other provinces. 

All governments are very dependent on the newspapers, 
to break to the electorate the glad news of legislative 
achievements or the bad news of legislative fail¬ 
ures. They have myriad paid servants in every depart¬ 
ment checking, researching, enacting, enforcing, develop¬ 
ing, promoting, inspecting—all paid generously. But so 
far as these activities are concerned, they would be shroud¬ 
ed ^ oblivion if it were not for the press, which informs 
the voters. The one absolutely vital link between Parlia¬ 
ment and people—the one agency capable of informing 
the people on whether or not public servants are function¬ 
ing, is the one unpaid, unrecognized agency in the whole 
set up. 

One might mention the reams of printed ai tides that 
are sent out systematically—on entirely too fine paper con¬ 
sidering their fate—from various departments or govern¬ 
ment, to newspaper offices. Every individual who has con¬ 
tributed to the material set forth in these articles has been 
paid. Bpt when it reaches the newspaper desk the pay 
stops. Rigid economy commences there. In this line alone 
there fnust be a startling waste of paper and effort, be¬ 
cause newspapers are finally shutting down on th'e ex¬ 
ploitation. 

But there is another line in which the government im¬ 
poses still more seriously on the press and that is in new 
legislation which affects the public. New enactments are 
made, any violation of which would be costly to the offen¬ 
der, but no definite effort is made to pass on this informa¬ 
tion to the public. Governments^ create these laws, pay for 
enforcement, but do not take any business-like step toward 
notifying the pifblic. 

One instance of neglect is in the recent compiling of the 
voters list under the Dominion Franchise Act. Although 
the procedure was different, and the final revision a new 
feature, no effort was made to advertise any dates through 
the press. Over $2,000,000 for piinting and officials, but 
not a cent for the ordinary press to inform the public on 
changes in the act. From time to time the Times, like all 
other papers, is just sap enough to call attent'on to mat¬ 
ters that come definitely under the head of advertising.

But they are not, and because they 
are not, the numbers of innocent offenders are multiplied. 

The action of the Quebec government in recognizing 
the services of the weekly press, should result in much 
better co-operation, a greater alertness in the matter of 
legislative news and a much readier disposition to pass on 
to readers anything of note occurring in parliament. The 
public will be better informed, the government will have 
acquired a more eflficent service, and the newspapers will 
work with h better spirit. t

NATIONAL DIVIDENDS 


One often hears the prediction that So?ial,Credit will 
peter out by 1935, and something new; will take its place. 
There are a great many who doubt this prediction, and one 
of these is Charles "Willis of the Stettler Independent. The 
Independent says editorially: 

Everybody will admit, whether in favor of social credit 
or not, that the question of increasing purchasing power 
is one that has to be solved not only in times of depression 
but in periods of prosperity, if the present system is not 
to be superceded by something that resemolcs socialism. 
The problem of increasing purchasing power is a money 
problem. The physical problem of producing goods has 
been practically solved but our money system is out of 
date. 

Nor is the question of a national dividend r new-one 
which has attracted the attention of the world only' re¬ 
cently. Tihe Old Age Pension is not a new idea. The fact 
that the recipients of this pension are old and poor does 
not give them title to the pension. It merely restricts the 
number of recipients. . 

It is claimed, therefore, that individual members of the 
community, not of a certain age, and not poor, are also en¬ 
titled to pensions or national dividends as their share in 
the produce of industry. This idea was brought many years 
ago, and is not a new one. In fact that Victorian book 
known as “Looking Backward” by Edward Bellamy, which 
we read when w r e were boys and girls, brought out the 
idea in this form: 

“How happened it that you workers were able to pro¬ 
duce more than so many savages could have done^ Was it 
not wholly on account of the heritage of the past know¬ 
ledge and achievements of the race, the machinery of so¬ 
ciety, thousands of years sin copiriving, found by you 
ready-made to your own hantfT How did you come to be 
possessors of this knowledge and this machinery, which 
represents nine parts to one contributed by. yourself in' 
the value of your product? You inherited it, did you not? 
And what of those others, joint-inheritors witn you What 
did you do with their share? Did you not rob them when 
you put them off with crusts who were entitled to sit with 
the heirs, and did you not add insult to robbery whe.n you 
called the crusts Charity?”

A. A. Milne, who is best known for his Christopher 
Robin verses, has joined the host of writers, propagand¬ 
ists, scientists and citizens in a determined attack on war. 
His book “Peace with Honor” is now added to the Nichols 
Drew and other anti-war literature. Reviewing this book 
the Financial. Dost says: -t , 

“Mr. Milne’s thesis is that he is against war and that if 
everyone was against war, there would be no war. In fact, 
he believes that if only a few very important people, for 
instance, Ramsay MacDonald, Mussolini, Stalin and Hit¬ 
ler were against war, there would be no more war in Europe 
“War is something of man's own sponsoring and if all 
mankind renounces it, then it is no longer there,” he 
claims. There is something of this elemental simplicity 
throughout the entire volume which will bring down upon 
it the ridicule of the realists. In fact, if this is all that Mr. 
Milne had produced in “Peace With Honor,” it could hard¬ 
ly regarded as effective. V, . 

“But he has undertaken to show up nakedly the hypoc¬ 
risy of most discussions about ‘national honor’ ‘national 
pride’ ‘human nature,’ etc. When we talk of national hon¬ 
or we really are talking about national prestige which is 
quite a different thing, he argues. Prestige is the will to war 
"This restless protest against the national shibboleths 
that lead to war develops as the chapters unfold them- 
elves into a biting (but not exactly bitter) analysis of an¬ 
cient hypocracisies and current fallacies. Mr. Milne asks 
statesmen to renounce war.

N SCOTIA'S DECLINE 
IN GOLD MINING 


General Electric Radio 


Hon. M. Dwyer, Minister of Mines, 
lor Nova'Scotia, laments the passing 
of gold mining in that province. 
Speaking recently he pinned the blame 
for the decline in Nova Scotia’s gold 
mining on wildcat stock promoters 
and inefficient mining methods. 

“There were three typj3,” he said. 
‘One was the old prospector who hoped 
to find a gold mine. Another was the 
fellow he sold it to, who knew nothing 
of the mining game and had a capital 
of $10,000 or $15,000. This fellow un¬ 
dertook to develop the mine and went 
broke. Then there were the stockbrok¬ 
ers who had no intention of developing 
a mine but figured, they could make a 
lot of money out of mining.” i 

He continued that there were wrecks 
of mining machinery all over Nova 
Scotia, machinery that was never in¬ 
tended to operate but pictures of 
which had made the activities of high 
pressure stock salesmeh more convinc¬ 
ing. Members of many syndicates had 
sold all their own stock, the money 
never being applied to development of 
the mine.

closely the U.F.W.A. was woven with 
the U.F.A. As the organization grew 
its problems became provincial and 
Dominion, not community ones, the 
speaker stated. She touched on the 
political action of 1921 in Alberta 
and the representatives at Ottawa. 

Speaking of the co-operative pools 
Mrs. Malloy said that one must give 
up their individualism to make such 
co-operative movements succeed. In 
the matter of co-operation, petty 
grievances should be forgotten, she 
said. The U.F. At co-operative move¬ 
ment was not a failure, ns many peo¬ 
ple have said, hut the gf>al is still the 
same as at the time of organization. 
"Equal Rights for AH”, stated the 
speaker. She paid a deep debt» of 
gratitude to the pioneers of the U. 
F.A., during her talk. 

The speaker thoroughly told of the 
social prolflems of today, effected by 
the "depression—the problem of youth 
was one of the greatest. The estab¬ 
lishment of junior organizations might 
play Vt.i important part in this prob 
lem, she said. Members were urged 
to go hack to their communities and 
establish Junior U.F.A. groups. Youth 
was needed to take over the reigns. 

The U.F.A. government gave effi¬ 
cient, honest administration, she said 
in paying tribute to the members. 
The administration compares well 
with other provincial governments 
Tribute was paid to J. E. Brownlee 
during the talk on government affairs. 

The real principal of the golden 
rule was needed today to gain equal 
liberty, said the speaker, in conclud¬ 
ing her address. • 

Geo. Coote, M.P., again spoke in the 
evening.’ In opening his address, he 
considered the Canadian war debt of 
two billion dollars was a millstone 
around our necks. The debt stands 
in our way of progress as much as 
the sacred cows of India do lo its 
progress, he remarked. He told the 
audience what could he done witi 
this amount of money in the matte,r 
of the p/esent depression. Astound¬ 
ing figures were given. At the pres¬ 
ent time there is work for everybody, 
he stated, quoting instances of many 
fields of labor that needed filling 
Money was needed to place this lab¬ 
or and a financial reform was. suggest¬ 
ed by the speaker to create the neces¬ 
sary credit. 

Lack of purchasing power was the 
chief cause of the present situation 
•and democracy was doomed unless the 
government would nationalize money. 
Mr. Coote outlined n system and sug 
gested pensions or national djvidc nds 
for all 55 years of age and over. Re¬ 
tire the old men and give youth a 
chance, he said. Among the sugges¬ 
tions made was the control of the 
capitalization of industry of the gov¬ 
ernment. At this point ho nttio ked 
“big business” and commended Hon. 
II. II. Stevens and his commission for 
their investigation. 

A government programme for ag¬ 
riculture was suggested. Fifty nor- 
oent of the population of Canada is 
rural, thus agriculture is the basic 
industry. The program would in¬ 
clude raising the prices of farm pro¬ 
duce, lower interest rates, cro,i in 
suranee against failure and the curb¬ 
ing of wheat gambling. Mr. C<iote 
suggested that all the farmers light 
for these reforms. Those who .vnnt 
reform must unite Jind compromise 
qit little differences for compromise 
is the si ul of democracy, concluded 
the speaker. 

The conference closed with the 
singing of O. Canada.
